Of the vast volume of imports 
which Canada takes from the Un- 
ited States, the American “reces- 
sion” is not to be counted as one. 
This is the conclusion drawn by 
the Bank of Montreal in its Jan- 
uary Business Review. 

The B of M acknowledges tiat 
there is probably no country out- 
side the United States itself 
which is more interested in or af- 
fected by the changes in the 
American industrial and financial 
climate than Canada, And the 
Bank admits that the recent tren- 
ds in the United States have left 
their mark on the Canadian busi- 
ness scene. But, says the B of M, 
“this is not to imply that Canada 
in any sense ‘imported’ the Amer. 
ican recession.” 

As the bank pointed out in its 
year-end review of the Canadian 
business scene which it issued a 
month ago, much of the slacken- 
ing in business activity in Canada 
in 1953-54 stemmed from a sharp 
reduction in export sales of 
wheat. But this is a commodity
